With earlier varieties largely clfcared from the trees, the 
harvest 
of Adams county’s big 
1938 peach crop will swing 
into full stride next 
week with the ripening of the Belle of 
Georgia varieties and first the Hales 
and Elbertas expected by the end of 
the week. 
Growers estimate that more than 
1.000 men and women will find employ­ 
ment in the peach orchards and packing 
houses of the county during the next 
month as a crop conservatively esti­ 
mated at 200,000 bushels is gathered. 
Crop estimates run 
almost 
to 
300.000 bushels with many growers 
in some sections anticipating a larger 
crop than last year when between 
250.000 and 300,000 bushels were har­ 
vested for the biggest yield in the 
history of the peach growing industry 
in this county. 
In the Bendersville-Wenksville sec­ 
tion considerable damage was caused 
by freezing in the spring and several 
orchards were reported at that time to 
have been almost completely stripped 
of their fruit. 
Some peach trees are 
showing the effects of the severe freeze 
of 1937 also, fruitmen in several sec­ 
tions report. 
For those reasons some 
county-wide estimates of the 1938 peach crop here place it at 
about 80 per cent of last year’s yield. 
Price Is Higher

and flavor this year, peach growers 
report they are receiving an average 
of about 50 to 75 cents per bushel 
above the figure being paid at the 
same stage in the 1937 season.

T otal factory sales of passenger 
cars and trucks in July are esti­ 


m ated by th e Automobile M anufac­ 
turers association a t 148.200 units, 
bringing th e total for seven m onths 
to 1.454.200. 
D om estic retail sales in June to ­ 
talled 189.624 units, according to the 
latest available inform ation, bring­ 
ing the six m onths total to 1.178,282. 
In the first h alf of last year 2,408,- 
550 cars and trucks were sold at 
retail w ith in the U nited States. 
Dealer stocks were reduced during 
Ju n e by a fu rth er 38,370 units. The 
net reduction in field inventories for 
the first six 
m onths was 161,000 
units. 
L ast year, diming the corre­ 
sponding period, dealer inventories 
increased by nearly 132,000. 
T he decline in retail distribution 
of m otor vehicles from May to June 
was 15 per cent.

MUD CRABS CARRY 
DISEASE TO OYSTERS 
Beaufort, N. C, (A P)- By putting 
common mud crabs and sick oysters 
under a microscope, Dr. Herbert F 
Prytherch has solved the mystery 
of an oyster disease th a t has cost 
southeastern oystermen an estim at­ 
ed $1,000,000 since 1930. 
Doctor Prytherch, director of the 
U. S. Fisheries Biological station, 
found the crabs were carrying a 
microscopic parasite 
from sick to 
healthy oysters and causing havoc. 
He recommends th at 
the 
oyster 
beds all be dredged 
free 
of 
the 
crabs before they are planted with 
seed or adult oysters.
